Erhard’s pre-Christmas visit 
to President Johnson in Washington 
gave rise to agreement, as the offi- 
cial communique put‘ it, ‘that non- 
nuclear nations in NATO should 
have “an appropriate share in nu- 
clear defence.” 

Just how meaningful that phrase 
is may be difficult to tell at the 
present time although Chancellor 
Erhard on his return to Germany 
proclaimed he was highJy-satisfied 
with all phases of his talks with the 


president. Certainly no one in Wash- 


ington believes that Mr. Johnson 
made any commitment to give West 
Germany any greater control over 
American nuclear weapons than it 
now possesses through the “two- 
key” system’ under which they are 
held in Germany. 


In fact, despite what. Mr. Erhard 
said, there were signs that the West 
Germans were not entirely satisfied 
with the way the talks had gone. 
Bonn’s press chief, Mr. Karl-Guen- 
ther von Hase, said the communique 
evidently meant that the present 
situation “is not appropriate” for 
the sharing of niiclear weapons. A 


more than West Germany now has 
in relation to nuclear weaponry. 
Prior to the meeting with the presi- 
dent, for instance; Mr. Erhard told a 
National Press Club audience that 
his nation’s nuclear interest “is not 
a question of prestige for us.
